WASHINGTON (AP)—The gov 
ernment’s excess hoard of strate­ 
gic materials will have to be sold 
slowly—perhaps over IO years— 
to avoid a stunning shock to the 
economy, say senators who have 
scanned secret reports. 
The question of disposal likely 
will be one of the major problems 
of a Senate subcommittee pre­ 
paring to act on President Ken 
nedy’s order for an inquiry into 
stockpiling. 
And the stockpile’s two giants— 
aluminum and rubber—probably 
will get most of the attention. 
Informed senators noted that a 
decision made in the Dwight D. 
Eisenhower administration — and 
concurred in currently by Kenne­ 
dy—to cut the strategic require­ 
ment from a five-year supply to a 
three-year one contributes to the 
excesses. 
The more than two million tons 
of aluminum and million tons of 
rubber presumably could be scld 
for a profit at present prices, pro­ 
viding a way would be worked 
out for gradual disposal. 
If such heavy amounts of alumi­ 
num and rubber were thrown on 
the market in a relatively short

WASHINGTON (AP)—Time and 
the Red Chinese are fine seda­ 
tives for anyone getting optimistic 
about 
next 
month’s 
disarma­ 
ment conference which Premier 
Khrushchev wanted to turn into 
a summit conference. 
Disarmament meetings in one 
form or another—whether it was 
just two or three big nations talk­ 
ing or many more—have been go­ 
ing on almost since the end of 
World War II without agreement. 
This history alone should be a 
restraining influence on expecta­ 
tions 
that 
18-nation 
conference 
which starts March 14 in Geneva 
will turn out differently. 
If it should, the time element 
involved in bringing about any 
kind of general disarmament is 
immense. 
The problem much more im­ 
mediate than general disarma­ 
ment is getting agreement to ban 
nuclear tests, 
lf this kind of 
agreement were achieved at Gen­ 
eva it could be put into opera­ 
tion faster than general disarms 
ment. 
But it isn’t clear that the Rus 
sians will even agree to discuss 
a nuclear ban at the Geneva dis­ 
armament discussions. The United 
Nations, which approved the con­ 
ference, left the nuclear test ban 
question vague. 
The West now and in the past 
has insisted on an inspection sys 
tem—which means, for instance, 
that the United States and Russia 
would place inspectors in each 
other’s country—to prevent cheat 
mg.Tile Russians, balking at this 
in the past, have called it a spy 
system. 
Granted, 
however, 
that 
East 
and West finally agreed on it 
general disarmament would not 
happen all ut once. It would be 
phased out by stages, as the ex 
perts say, meaning it would be 
carried out a step at a time. 
The obvious purpose would be 
to give the participating nations 
time to be sure the first stage 
was being carried out honestly 
before they went on to dismantle 
some more of their armaments in 
the second stage. 
So general disarmament, even 
w-ith 
agreement to go through 
with it, would be spread out over 
some years. 
Under the Soviet dictatorship 
Premier 
Khrushchev, 
once 
he 
said 
“yes,” 
could 
pretty 
well 
make his agreement an order. 
In this country Congress would 
certainly have to consider any 
agreement 
President 
Kennedy 
made, or wanted to make. The 
congressional hassle over a step 
as monumental as disarmament 
can be imagined. 
Yet, even if all the agreements 
wrere made and the United States 
and Russia felt confident each 
other w'ould fully carry out the 
bargain, there would still be a 
frightening element missing. That 
is Red China. 
It is not among the 18 nations 
which the United Nations decided 
should take part in the confer­ 
ence. All 18 are U. N. members 


and Red China is not. The con­ 
ference will start without China, 
the world’s biggest nation. 
The Red Chinese, so far as is 
known, do not yet have nuclear 
power and so do not have nuclear 
weapons. But they're working on 
it and in time should have their 
own arsenal.

What's Taxable? 


What is an educational institution? was 
the point of a tax claim brought before 
the Internal Revenue Service, and the in­ 
teresting IRS ruling was that whatever it 
is, it certainly is not a library or a m use­ 
um. 
In question was whether gifts to public 
libraries and museums qualify for tax^de- 
ductibility up to 30 per cent of a taxpay­ 
er's adjusted gross income, as do 
edu­ 
cational beouests or are limited to the 20 
per cen. maximum applicable to other 
gifts. 
IRS arb’ters decided in their own favor 
by eliminating libaries and museums from 
the list of charitable and educational ins­ 
titutions receiving m a x i m u m benefit 
from I c l a v e r s ’ largesse. In so doing, 
they presumably required a particularly 
unlucky taxpayer to contribute another of­ 
fering to the public coffers. 
They also gave evidence of utilizing 
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poor logic. Certainly any person who h a s 
been privileged to spend an afternoon in 
the Smithsonian Institute or the New York 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, or any one 
of thousands of lesser buildings from the 
Cowboy Museum to the Baseball Hall of 
Fame, has received a vivid education 
which will remain long in his memory. 
Libraries are not educational institut­ 
ions? Produce one college, university or 
high school which does not possess a li­ 
brary of general interest. Does it make it 
any less educational to cater to the public 
and be supported by private financing?

I also read other works of 
Prince Kropotkin and was deeply 
influenced by this Russian who 
was anti-Marxist.

It is difficult for us to realize 
that the Russian Revolution, in all 
its forms, originated rn the Rus­ 
sian aristocracy. Peasants 
and 
workers were not among the first 
opponents 
of 
autocracy. 
Some 
came into the various movements 
but the leading figures were aris­ 
tocrats 
and 
intellectuals, often 
members of the Czar’s Court, who 
sought for an improvement of the 
life of the Russian people. 
Peter Kropotkin was both an aris­ 
tocrat and an intellectual. Born 
in 1842 and dying In 1921, his life 
spanned a long 
and 
interesting 
period of change not only in Rus­ 
sia but throughout Europe. H is 
memoirs, recently republished as 
a paperback Anchor Book, pre­ 
sents the background of the Revo­ 
lution which now affects our lives. 
Many Russian revolutionists were 
anti-Marxist. It is important for 
us to understand this if we are to 
appreciate the force exercised by 
the Communists to take control of 
this country. Referring to K a r l 
Marx s “Das Kapital,” which is 
the basis of Marxism and is too 
often not read Kropotkin wTote: 
“I read this book while still in 
St. Petersburg where it appeared 
in 1872 . . . The pretentiousness of 
the book, together with its unsci­ 
entific nature (the theory of value,

had

an appeal to the intellectuals and 
scientists of all countries. In the 
19th 
Century, 
few* 
intellectuals 
could accept Karl Marx's sociology 
or economics as s c i e n t i f i c . 
In many respects, his doctrines 
were based upon primitive mater­ 
ial available 
in the 
1840‘s 
and 
1850’s 
in 
the 
British 
Museum. 
Some 
years 
ago, 
an 
attempt 
was made to restudy the mater­ 
ial available to Marx 
and 
the 
task was unstatisfactory because 
Marx appeared on the scene too 
early. What he sought was not 
available. 
Kropotkin, who came later, also 
worked rn the British Museum, as 
did so many German and Russian 
revolutionists. 
They were parti­ 
cularly interested in the British 
Constitution. The truth was, how­ 
ever, that the Russians did not un­ 
derstand Bntish Constitutionalism, 
an utterly alien form of govern­ 
ment. 
Kropotkin is often regarded as 
an anarchist. A study of his work 
discloses that what he sought was 
an expression of tho will of the 
people. He joined the Chaikovsky 
Circle which was a group of intel­ 
lectuals w'ho devoted themselves 
to an understanding of the social 
forces that would save the Rus­ 
sian people from autocracy.

The homemaker who is concern­ 
ed with selecting the right foods 
so each member of the family re­ 
ceives his adequate supply of nu­ 
trients every day will serve liver 
often. Liver contains such an abun­ 
dance of essential nutrients, it 
shouldn't he overlooked. 
Liver is tasty when served plain, 
but a number of interesting dish­ 
es can be designed to suit the tast­ 
es of the whole family and vary 
the presentation. 
Favorite Liver Patties are one 
suggestion. The liver is slightly 
browned, ground and mixed with 
seasoned mashed potatoes and an 
egg. The patties then cook until 
lightly browned. 
Home economists point out the 
value of liver in the diet. It is by j 
far the best natural source of 
Vitamin A. iron, riboflavn and ni­ 
acin. Lver contributes a substant­ 
ial amount of thiamine.

town drew from

This custom still exists in som e 
parts of France today. 
Som ewhere along the line, som e­ 
body s t a r t e d using Saint V al­ 
entine’s Day as an occasion for 
exchanging expressions of rom an­ 
tic regard. At first, they w ere all 
flow ery and sw eetly sentim ental. 
L ace paper and ribboned frillwork 
becam e a highly skilled art as V al­ 
entine 
gallants 
sought to outdo 
one another. 
E ngland’s Queen Elizabeth I in­ 
troduced a m ore sober note with 
Valentine cards bearing a picture 
of a headm an’s ax! The im plica­ 
tion plainly w as “ Be faithful to 
your queen — or face the conse- 
q u e n c e s .” Good Queen B e s s 
w asn’t, kidding, either. Several of 
her admirers — notably the Earl 
of E ssex — wound up on the chop­ 
ping block. 
Shakespeare 
helped 
popularize 
V alentine’s Day in his play, H am ­ 
let. 
In this play, Ophelia sings: 
“ Good morrow to Saint V alentine’s 
D ay —- and I to be y o u r V alen­ 
tin e.” 
In the 1600s. English girls went 
to sleep on Saint V alentine's Day 
with hardboiled eggs under their 
p i l l o w s . Superstitution had it 
that in this w ay, the “ man of her 
dream s” would appear that night 
and eventually becom e her hus­ 
band. 
It was during the R evolutionary' 
War 
that the 
V alentine 
custom 
spread to A m erica. 
In 
the 1840s 
E sther A. Howland of W orcester, 
M ass., decided 
that 
the

States should produce its own V al­ 
entine cards. She did $5,000 worth 
of business her first 
year as 
a 
m anufacturer of sentim ental say­ 
ings, but died at 78 — still a spin­ 
ster! 
M eanwhile, in England, a cynic­

V alen tin es 
Day m essages becam e venom ous 
and also anonym ous. 
We still have these insult-type 
Valentines, of course, hut in gen ­

C L E V E L A N D (AP) — The 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men says life in the caboose, the 
train crew s “home away from 
home,” isn't what it used to he.

Parisians Hold 
Silent Protest 


150,000-200,000 
Join Funeral March 


PARIS (AP) — Between 150,000 
and 
200,000 
Parisians 
marched I 
slowly through the streets today j 
in silent protest against the Sec ! 
ret Army Organization and po- I 
lice repression of demonstrations 
against t*e right-wing terrorists 
| 
It was one of the biggest as­ 
semblages in the French capital 
I 
since the 1944 liberation. 
The vast throng marched two 1 
miles from the historic Place de 
la Republique to Pere La chaise j 
Cemetery with the bodies of four ] 
of the eight persons killed in wild | 
street fighting last Thursday night I 
between police and Communist- 
led demonstrators against the se 
cret army. 
The government relaxed its ban 
and affect some 6,000 on public demonstrations for the 
funeral, which was arranged by 
virtually all labor and left wing 
organizations in Paris. 
The bodies of the other four 
demonstrators were sent to their 
hometowns in the provinces for 
burial. 
The 
streets leading into the 
Place 
de la 
Republique 
-were 
moving 
rivers 
of 
flowers 
as 
marchers clutched bouquets and 
began the two-mile march. The 
bodies were carried in hearses al­ 
most hidden under wreaths of 
flowers Six hearses followed with 
flowers for t^e graves 
Gray, rainy skies added to the 
gloom and an electricity workers* 
strike darkened shops and stores 
in the area. Umbrellas opened as 
a slow drizzle began to fall Only 
the sound of the thousands of feet 
moving along the street broke the 
dreary silence. The familiar clat­ 
ter of buses and the muffled roar 
of the subways were missing as

in 
strikes called on nearly all levels 
of the economy.

Ohio Bell Rate Cut

Michael V. DiSalle has *s- 
timated that the shift could lead 
to reductions of from $1.5 to $2 
million mainly on long distance 
tolls within the state. 


Most 
rescues 
require trained 
workers. 
Hastily moving reckage 
or 
debris to free a trapped victim 
may cause additional injury and 
also injure the would-be rescu­ 
er. Moving a victim may 
ag­ 
gravate his injuries. 
The rule is: Do not move 
an 
injured cr uneoncious person un­ 
less he has been given first aid. 
Haste in moving him may c o s t 
his life. 
However the danger of fire, elec­ 
tion shock or asphyxiation 
may 
make it necessary to act before 
trained rescue workers can ar­ 
rive.

TO FIND a missing member of 
the family, begin at the bottom 
of the house and work upward. 
If the victim is in contact with a 
live wire, the rescuer must not 
touch him without first shutting 
off the current. Failing this, he 
should stand on dry wood or pap­ 
er and cover his hands with heavy 
dry gloves or cloth beiore touch­ 
ing the victim. 
Better still, he should poke or 
pull the wire away from the vic- 
| tim with a dry stick such as a 
broom handle or rake handle. 
If the victim is uneoncious when 
found, his rescuer should put him 
on the floor unless his injuries for­ 
bid it. If he must be moved, care­ 
fully turn the victim on his back 
and tie his wrists together with a 
handkerchief or other article 
of 
clothing. 
The rescuer, by kneeling astride 
the victim and putting his head 
under the tied wrists, can crawl 
forward, dragging the victim be­ 
neath him. This is known as the 
“fireman’s drag.” 
Where there is no alternative 
but to move an unconscious vie 
tim downstairs, without the aid 
of a stretcher, the correct pro­ 
cedure is to place him on his 
back with his head toward the 
stairs. 


Tile resuer should put both his 
hands under the victims armpits 
and cradle his head in the crook 
of one elbow. He should then back 
down the stairs, slowly letting the 
victims feet trail. This is known 
as the “incline drag.” 
To make an improvised stretch­ 
er, take a door or shutter off its 
hinges, or use an ironing board, 
or a wide board such as a leaf 
of a dining room table. Lay the 
improvised 
stretcher 
on 
the 
ground or floor, lift or slide the 
victim onto it as gently as pos­ 
sible, and tie him in place with 
strips of cloth, if the stretcher is 
narrow.

A CHAIR may be used as a 
stretcher in an emergency. Raise 
the victim to a sitting position and 
lift him gently into the chair, sup­ 
porting his knees and back. One 
rescuer can carry the chair by its 
front legs, the other by its back 
rest. This is known as the “chair 
litter carry.” 
Two rescuers can make a four- 
handed seat on which to carry a 
conscious victim. Each rescuer 
steadies the victim with an arm 
around his back. Then each res­ 
cuer slips his other arm under the 
victims thighs and clasps the oth­ 
er’s WTist. One pair of arms makes 
a seat rest, the other pair a back 
rest. Both rescuerst hen rise slow 
ly in unison, lifting the victim from 
the ground or floor. 
Families 
are urged to discuss 
the possible ways in which they 
could be trapped if disaster struck. 
Make certain all m e m b e r s of 
the family know how to escape 
from the house if the usual exits 
are blocked.
